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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed amendment rewrites claims 12 
and 14 in independent form, so they are now allowed (previously they were dependent claims objected to). The applicant argues that 
claim 1 should be allowed because Weber does not disclose varying the retardation by "having a different physical dimension". This is not 
persuasive. As stated in the rejection, Weber does disclose varying the retardation by having a different physical dimension, namely the 
fractional length taken up by one layer 16 compared to the other layer 18. This is not the physical dimension which the applicants recite in 
claims 12 and 14 (now allowed), but it is nonetheless a physical dimension, so it meets the limitation of claim 1 as presently worded.
